ROYAL EDITORIAL “WE.” 
PROPERLY starched British 
Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary stood 
before a dark, bearded Em- 
peror last week and informed him 
orally that if the absolute-constitu- 
tional monarch could not maintain 
order in his own territory Britain 
would be compelled to take what was 
euphemistically described as ‘‘appro- 
priate action.’ 
And that action, 
it was hinted, 
would consist of a 
flight over the un- 
regenerate area 
by a giant bird 
which lays explo- 
sive eggs. 

All of this was 
because Emperor 
Haile Selassie of 
Abyssinia had 
been incapable of 
suppressing a 
form of international trade which 
has been outlawed by civilization. 
Ethiopian slave runners had mas- 
sacred several score natives in Kenya 
Colony, and, without taking time to 
put its warning into writing, the 
British Government ordered its Min- 
ister at Addis Abeba to speak to the 
Emperor about it. The situation 
made irony out of the Coptic inscrip- 
tion over the Emperor's throne, ‘‘The 
Lion of Judah Hath Conquered.’’

The Emperor. 


Haile Selassie has even a prouder 
boast than the one which is written 
over his seat of authority, for he 
claims to be the direct descendant of 
the principals in one of the world’s 
greatest romances—Queen of Sheba 
and King Solomon. The barbaric 
splendors of the Abyssinian Em- 
peror’s coronation two years ago are 
still green--or rather black and white 

in the memories of the news reel 
spectators. Like many another super- 
production of the films, the spectacle 
cost money and left the entrepreneur 
flat broke. A sequel paralleled one 
of Washington's dinner-table preced- 
ence rows. The wife of a foreign 
diplomat at the court of Haile Selas- 
sie raised the question whether a 
German midwife who had been pro- 
moted to be principal lady-in-waiting 
to the Empress was entitled to dine 
with the diplomatic corps of Addis 
Abeba. Worthy of a decree of Haile 
Selassie’s great ancestor was the de- 
cision. At all functions graced by 
the Empress the German woman was 
to be accepted as a lady-in-waiting; 
in the absence of her august mistress 
she was just a midwife. 


Such a decision called for the exer- 
cise of niceties of language. In them 
the Emperor had been practiced. 
Like Albert of Belgium, ruler of the 
neighboring Congo, Haile Selassie has 
been a newspaper reporter. Unlike 
King Albert, who once took assign- 
ments from a Brooklyn city editor, 
the Abyssinian Emperor confined his 
reports to events in his capital and 
he was his own editor. His ‘‘we”’ 
is therefore both editorial and royal. 

The roysl Abyssinian editor has 
been a crusading journalist. With 
commendable enterprise he described 
and attacked the night life of Addis 
Abeba. Drink shops of the capital, 
he discovered, lured young men with 
music, dancing and bright lights so 
that they pawned their weapons and 
‘ceased to count.’’ The benefits of 
health-giving sunlight he extolled, the 
contemplation of moonlight and star- 
light he excused, but the temptations 
arising out of transforming night 
into day by artificial light he round- 
ly, editorially and royally condemned. 
The Times of London praised the edi- 
torial as ‘‘a powerful article,’’ ap- 
probation which excelled Sir Hu-

DEBT MESSENGER. 


LL too frequently the sheriff is 
the personification of debt to 
debtors. Creditors have no 

patron saint. In the negotiations 
connected with allied war debts to 
this country—now more tactfully in- 
cluded in the phrase ‘‘intergovern- 
mental debts’’—a bulky Perthshire- 
man, six feet four and 225 pounds, is 
destined to be a prominent figure 
even if no more than as a glorified 
messenger. 

He is Sir. Ronald Lindsay, British 
Ambassador to the United States 
He is the fifth son of the twenty- 
sixth holder of a Scottish earldom, 
and he is that rare, almost unbeliev- 
able variety of Scotsman which is 
more British than Scottish. For Sir 
Ronald is more than representative 
of a nation, he is representative of 4 
type which now exists more in cari- 
cature than in the flesh. For effect, 
he relies more upon the power of 
understatement than upon the shat- 
tering incongrui- 
ties of superla 
tives. For in 
stance, when he 
returned to _ this 
country “a little 
over a fortnight 
ago, he described 
London's ‘‘hunge! 
riots’’ as due to 
people ‘‘fed up 
with kicking their 
heels about.” 
“Everybody is 
terribly bored in 
England,’’ he declared. 

Golf? Yes, he plays, but he never 
keeps score (perhaps the caddy does). 
Riding? A bit; when he was in 
Persia for two years he had to spend 
most of his time in the saddle. Fish- 
ing? Once he spent three days along 
Scotland's finest salmon stream, ‘‘and 
mine was the smallest fish ever 
caught!’’ (But he didn’t say that 
he had never been back there or that 
he had caught larger fish.) 

As a career man in the British For- 
eign Office, Sir Ronald has spent 
possibly as much time in this country 
as in his own. Twenty-five years ago 
he was here as secretary to Lord 
Bryce, who was the most penetrating

student of any of American govern- 
ment. He was later counselor of the 
Embassy at Washington and for a 
time Chargé d’Affaires. He has mar- 
ried twice—each time an American. 
His first wife was a daughter of Sen- 
ator Cameron of Pennsylvania. After 
her death he married one of her in- 
timate friends, Miss Elizabeth Hoyt 
of New York, a grandniece of Gen- 
eral William Tecumseh Sherman.

McKee has quit temporarily the 
chair of the President of the Board 
of Aldermen and moved into the 
place beside the Controller’s seat, he 
is still eye to eye with Mr. Prial, but 
instead of displaying the soft light of 
understanding, their eyes have the 
glint of the steel of battle. It ap- 
pears to be one of the unwritten in- 
junctions of the city charter that 
Mayor and Con- 
troller shall not 
agree. 

No occupant of 
the high bench of 
the Board of Esti- 
mate has_ seen 
longer service in 
the wordy wars of 
the city’s Senate 
than has Mr. 
Prial. For four- 
teen years he has 
been Deputy Con- 
troller and has at- 
tended Board of Estimate meetings in 
the absence of his chief. He has pro- 
voked three Mayors. He has goaded 
John F. Hylan to short, ugly words, 
James J. Walker to vicious gavel 
poundings and Joseph V. McKee to 
sharp rejoinders. He is so situated 
that he may, if he chooses, continue 
his wars in print, for he is presi- 
dent and editor of The Chief, a 
weekly publication devoted mainly to 
municipal civil service matters and 
dedicated to battle against ‘‘poli- 
ticians’’ and ‘‘reformers’’ who ‘‘are 
always at war with one another, ex- 
cept when civil service employes are 
involved.”’ 

For many years Mr. Prial was an 
examiner in the Controller's office. 
Herman A. Metz gave him his first 
advancement. Mr. Prial’s political 
gratitude to Mr. Metz in the Mitchel 
campaign came under the displeas- 
ure of Controller Prendergast, who 
cut his examiner’s salary in half, and 
his martyrdom was rewarded by an 
appointment as one of the State 
Labor Commissioners. Four years 
later he was back in the city finance 
department and in the year follow- 
ing, despite frowns upon the cherubic 
countenance of Boss John McCovey 
ef Brooklyn, he was made Deputy 
Controller.
